graded and criminal classes, nor to those es- 
tnpuig from tbe pestilential atmosphere of 
any foreign country. Itwlll in time, Jf not 
properly guarded, not only corrupt our own 
national life, but diminish. If not destroy, the 
great adt antagos that surround the existing 
conditions of labor and endanger the health, 
tin? happiness and safety of our own people. 


Tlie official reports for the >ear» 1891 and 


1«92 relating to the institutions under the car^ 
of Ihe state with tbe reportsof various officers 
and commissioners, will be laid oefore you. 
Many of tue?n rtlate to Blatters that will re- 
quire legislative attention, and the Informa- 
tion and recommendations contained tn the 
snme h*bould have attentive examination 
Tbe Mate College of Agriculture and Mc- 


chank Arts la showing commendable progress 
In its educational work. It in maintaining a 
high standard of efficiency, and Is in a praq- 
perous condition This Institution is annually 
sending forth a body of young men fitted by 
actual training to aid In the development Of 
our larloua industries. 


The Military and Naval Orphan asylum 


Ehould receive your encouragement There 
are now forty-nine children under the care of 
this deserving institution 


Many of the friendless children of the state 
find a home in tbe Industrial School for Girt, 
•where by kind and gentle treatment, add 
under the influences of inteliettujal and moral 
training, the> are restored to waj's of Industry 
and useful employment. The gratifying re- 
sults of the jkost justify the continued aid uf 
tlie state 


The reform school merits your favor He- 
claimlng young boys from irime and evil as- 
sociations, ocstowing upon them an education 
and fitting them for useful employments, mav 
well command tbe support of tbe state 


We should accord to the deaf, the dumb and 


the blind, the advantages of a good education, 
and the legislature should make suitableptro- 
^ Isfon in their behalf 


The Insane arc entitled to the special care of 
tlie state. Their lot Is tbe saHdest that can b*. 
fall humanity To tlie great credit of our 
state, }o« have never reluctantly orstlnl- 
ingly bestowed your public fa* or upon this 
unfortunate class, and we should continue eo 
make appropriate provision for their care 
Many, with proper treatment, con be restored 
to their families, to society and activity In the 
business world. The incurable should havto 
the kindest restraint consistent with public 
safety 


A Joint committee of the honorable senate 
and house of representatives will hftTe^an op- 
portunity to visit the state prison and observe 
tbe workings of its various departments. Th B 
legislature in 1387 passed an act regulating tha 
employment of the convlcta. The division of 
their labor In Ihe different manufacturing de- 
partments should be such aa not to compete 
Injuriously with any industry In the state:. 
The general and financial condition of thb 
prison is clearly and favorably hhown In the 
report of the warden. 


Executive clemency la frequently asked 1* 
behalf of convicts In our prisons and jails. The 
interest* of Justice require that sume rep- 
resentative of the government familiar wltlt 
the case shall be preaent at the hearing 
1 
recommend that provision be mode by law for 
the attendance of the county attorney of the 
county from which the prisoner waa sentenced. 


We recoghize the beneficial work being 10- 
complished by the state and local boards of 
health Their united action In the enforce^ 
men t of all sanitary precautions deemed neces- 
sary for public safety will give us additional 
guaranties of Immunity from contagion. 


The sacred assurance that fell from tU» lips 


of the patriotic pnople of Maine, coon than a 
a narter of a century ago, that the state would 
never fall her sons who would go forth to UJK- 
hold the honor of the American Republic 
upon the field of conflict and of death, baa 
been observed and faithfully kept by oar peo- 
ple. We should continue this just aid In be- 
half of the deserving "boya in blue" and thti 
needy loved ones of those who have gone 
beyond. 


The volunteer militia of the state should re- 


ceive the *act)nragement waloh it BO well d*J 
•orrea, fttibllo Interest and safety require thati 
a TJluntary organisation shall be sustained, 
and that it •hall maintain tha beat poaafbla 
standard. The force should not be so large ** 
to create a disproportionate expenditure of 
the public moneys. It la anticipated that In 
the near future the entire* expense of main- 
taining tha volunteer mflftla of the different 
states will be a&samed by the national govern- 
ment, and w* should be la a position, to avail 
ourselves of the fall advantages to be derived 
from such anticipated legislation. Our mi- 
litia la composed of brave and patriotic young 
men engaged In peaceful pursuits, who are 
loyal to our elate and fta laws, oar country 
and Its flan. We should not hesitate In making 
•Datable provision for the maintenance of ani 
efficient organization, such as the constitution 
of the United State* declares to be "necessary 1 
to the security of a free state." 


Th* reports of the varlutt* officer* connected 
with thla branch of the aerv.ee wUI be laid be- 
fore 700, and yon should determine what mod- 
location most be made In the e listing militia 
laws of the state to conform to United State* 
regulations. They should undergo * careful 
•cruMny, and all .u trusted In tha aervlc-e 
phonld have an opportunity to be fnlly heard. 
The prosperonn condition of our aMurlng*

him. Our election ttw« auaffa enable ai, f.n- 
tittento thflrightofrnflraaeto express their 
choice In tha nuwt direct manner and without 
nnneceMary delay. Nearly all the votem of 
(be state, embracing all ehades of political 
opinion. In exercising the right of suffrage are 
governed by political considerations. It Is a 
preference of a political nature that they de- 
are to express, and It U expressed by more 
than 95 per cent* of our voters by easting their 
ballot* for tbe entire ticket of the party with 
which they are allied 


If so Large a majority of tha voters of the 
state oan express such political prefenmce 
under the existing system of votmg t>y placing 
one cross. X, upoa some portion of the party 
ticket, Et would hardly seem advisable to re- 
quire more of them. The present method may 
be substantially preserved, and at the same 
time intelligent provision may be made for 
the voter of any political party to exercise tlie 
privilege of expressing his Individual prefer- 
ence for any name or names upon his ballot, 
without compelling the great body of electors 
who desire to vote their party ticket t* go 
through the unnecessary formality of placing 
across, ;&, opposite the name» of individual 
candidates 


The purity of an election depends aa much 


upon an honest count aa upon an honest bal- 
lot. During times of great political excite- 
ment. Individual members of parties some- 
times distrust each other The canvassing 
and counting of the votes on election day 
should be such as to .aspire the greatest public 
confidence,and remove all causes of suspicion 
The several political parties should be repre- 
sented at such count, and whatever mat b 
necessary to accomplish this desired purpust* 
I submit to your favorable action. 


I recommend the repeal of section 30 of 
chapter Iftt of the public laws of U»l author- 
izing tne QIVIM jn or towns or mote tnan *w 
Inhabitants and wards of ritlea Into separata 
and several polling places, and the appf tnt- 
ment of additional wardens and cierks to per- 
form the duties of presiding officers in such 
detached voting precincts. Some uf its pro- 
vlalonsare of doubtful constitutionality, and 
the practical operatibn of (he remaining por- 
tion of the statute, at the lost state eleclitm, 
demonstrated that thla section Is entirely un- 
necessary 


With our large and diversified interests 


aome private and special legislation *IU be 
found necessary, but I trust you will guard it 
with a vigilant hand and confine It to Its ap- 
propriate limits An amendment to our con- 
stitution, adopted by the popular *ote of the 
people, in 1875, required the legislature to pro- 
vide as for as practicable, by general laws for 
all matters usually appertaining to special or 
private legislation 
The legislature, from 
time to time, has exerciaed this power im- 
posed upon it by the constitution but it has 
wisely retained its authority over the organiz 
atfon of some corporations exercising im- 
portant franchises. 


A careful exam?nation of the laws of 1887, 
1*89 and 1801, discloses the fact that more tfian 
450 pages In each volume ana devoted to pri v - 
ate and special legislation, anU a larife portion 
of such Legislation relates to business corpora- 
tions, for tbe Incorporation of whith ttnfcple 
provision existed under the general law 4 of 
the state at ttie time of granting such chart 
ers. The constitution clearly and unmKfak- 
ably prohibits the creation of corporatmni bf 
epetia] acU of the legislature except for 
municipal purposes, If the object R can be at- 
tained under the general law 
\V<- should all 


constantly bear In mind this plain {-onstltu- 
llonal provision, and upon all applications for 
special charters, flrst consider and determine 
whether the objects desired can be attained 
under the general laws of the state.

\alue thereof " The exercise of This Import- 
ant power is subject to your discretion and 
control and it is for vou to determine upon 
what subject matter taxation shall be im- 
posed, having reference. nowe>erf to a proper 
exercise of the authority granted under tbe 
constitution. 


It la Important that this power shall b^ 
wisely exercised, relieving any inequalities 
that rest upon the people 
You cannot expect 


to attain absolute equality; you cannot hope 
In dealing with a question of this magnitude, 
affecting the varied Interestaof the people, t* 
command In your action unanimous approval. 
Your purpose should be to pursue a policy that 
tluUl result in placing this public charge 
that It will bear, as nearly as possible, 
upon all." 


The greatest elements En the progress of our 
state lie in tbe prosperity of Its agricultural 
and Indostlral Interest*. Property of this 
character is so situated that it cannot escapd 
the exactions of the tax gatherer Though li 
may not be over valued, the tax is dltpropor 
Uonate and nneqoal If other property la not 
contributing Its just proportion of the public 
revenue. There Is no subject to which you 
will more willingly give careful attention 
than to theee great Intonate that have con- 
tributed so much to the progress, growth and 
dignity of our state and in upholding Its Insti- 
tutions.

Young was then, the leading writer on the 
Press and had charge of its editorial man- 
agement, Col. Forney being detained in 
Washington as the Secretary of the ben- 
ate and kept busy n the management of 
bis newspaper there the Chronicle 
Mr. \oung becane a member of the 


Union Club on the nomination of Horace 
Binney, when the question of founding 
the 1 nlon League was beipg discussed, 
and the Idea securec him an earnest advo- 
cate 
Ag a Philadelphia youth he was a 


school fellow with Judge Joseph C. Fergu- 
son, Hubert Laugbiin, the Cramp brother^, 
Assistant District Attorney 
ker and 
others well known in this city. He was a 
reporter on the Press when the wttf start- 
ed 
He went to the army as a correspon- 


dent and was aB the first battle of Bull 
Hun 
His description of lhe batile, pub- 


limbed in the JYe##, won for him his spurs 
as a descriptive writer of the first rank 
He continued with the army and at Wash 
ington until McClellan began Ills opera 
lions on the Peninsula in front of Kich- 
mond. Then it was that Col Forney re 
called him and assigned him to the man- 
agement of the Press.

When the war wai over Mr Young left 


the JVpss, and uncer the direction of Jay 
Cooke he went to New \ork to aid in the 
placing of the Government 7-30 loin 
This led to his joining the stafFof the 
Tribune, where he became the associate of 
Horace Greelcy, and w»3 the man»glng 
editor of the Tnbttn? until the latter part 
of 1819. His work on the Tribune lifted 
him by general consent to the highest 
plane of journalism, and enabled him to 
become acquainted wilh the leading pub- 
lic men of the country. 


In 1870 Mr. \oung was sent abroad on 


a confidential mission touching the finan- 
ces of the Government by Secretary of 
the Treasury Boul well at the instance ol 
President Grant and his Secretarv of 
Stale, Hamilton Fish. He visited Pira 
and was a witness to the rise and fall of 
the Commune. 
His description of the 


event won for him great fame and drew 
from Wendell Phillips the following pub- 
lic encomium. 
"Biit the ablest, mo,l 


brilliant aiid searching of all essays on 
fie Commune is Mr Young's letter from 
Paris
